burglaries iu tho Kaugatuck valley a week 
apo. Tho postotllco at Bristol was entered, 
tbe safe broken open, and £1,000 in money 
and stamps stolou. Two weeks ago a store 
iu Essex was burglarized and SO,000 in mouey 
aud goods taken, and last Thursday night 
four masked men entered tbe works of tbu 
Derby lumber company, bound, and gagged 
be night-watchman, and broko open tbeii- 
afo. All these burglaries showed that ex- 
xirts were at work and all were remark- 
iblo for the 
daring of tho robbers. A 


r.arj named Davis was arrested Thursday 


suspicion of being concerned in tho Derby 


case. Letters and memoranda found upon 


im directed the attention of tho police to his 
ifo, and to-day tho sheriff aud a deputy 


wont to her house. They knocked, and Mrs. 
Davis appeared at tbe window. On being 
told that they were officers, she ordered them 
,o leave, threatening to shoot them if they 
did not. The deputy sheriff attempted to 
'orce tbo door, but two quickly fired re- 
volver shots, both of which camo unpleas- 
antly near, caused him to abandon the 
work. Assistance was summoned, and while 
Mrs. Davis was directing her attention to tho 
neu in front another party gamed entrance at 
a rear window. As they ascended tbo stairs 
she heard thorn, and closed and locked tho 
door, when an attempt was rnado to break it. 
She fired several shots through tbo panels, 
oue of which wounded Constable James 
Goavy in the leg. This seemed to exhaust 


ammunition, and entrance being gained, 


the woman was secured after a struggle, 
landcuffod and taken to jail. The night 
watchman of tho Derby Lumber company is 
confident that sho is tho pel-son who assisted 
to bind and gag him, her voice being familiar. 
According to his story sho was apparently 
tho leader of 
tho gang. 
She was at 


tbe time dressed in men's clothing. Tbo 
others appealed to her for orders, which 
sho gavo with tho decision of a veteran 
commander. It was sho who held the ro- 
volvcr to tho watchman's head and threat- 
ened to blow his brains out if he uttered a 
word. Davis intimates that his wife has led 
jirn into crime, and that sho has planned all 
the robberies in which he bas taken part. As 
Davis is tho recognized leader of tho gang, 
Mrs. Davis is the actual head. Mrs. Davis is 
ibout 37 years of age, and fairly good look- 
up. Tbo is a member of a wealthy Massa- 
chusetts family, and eloped from a boardijig- 
ichool about eight years ago with Davis, 
who represented to her that bo was a 
rich southerner. As a matter of fact ho 
iad only been released a few months from 
orison, after serving out a term for luvcuuy. 
Learning that the ofllcials wore after him for 
some newly committed crime, ho and his 
wife lied to tho west, and for a time they 
wore in Marietta, 0.. where Davis ran a sain- 
jle-room, and later they went to Chicago, 
where they lived for several years. Davis, 
who was living under an assumed name, ran 


billiard saloon. After leaving Chicago they 
'andered about the west and south, working 


tho confidence gamo. 
Finally they turned 


up in Waterbury, Conn. Davis was then 
drinking heavily, but Mrs. Davis passed 
as n persecuted Christian, and was promi- 
nent in tbo class-meetings of tho Methodist 
church. Fiually she, too, took to drink, aud 


radually drifted into ovil habits. Sho re- 
Jained, howaver, her refined tales, aud it Ls 
iupposed sho indulged in burglary that sbo 
night accumulate money enough to movo to 
;omo strango place, and thero livo in aristo- 
cratic case. In the room, where sho was ar- 
rested was a small book-case filled with well- 
selected boote, which showed marks of fre- 
quent handling, and on a table an opened 
copy of "Lucile" lay face downward, wbero 
sho had evidently placed it to tako np her re- 
volver. Tho proof against her is strong.

"While tho flesh was burning 
there would be a powerful and sickening 
stench for a time, but tho doctor did not ap- 
pear to mind it, Hathaway, with great 
cunning, made numerous entries to this ef- 
fect: "May, 1SS3, woman in Camden, S3." 
Such, of course, would bo difficult for detec- 
tives to run out, as they' were unknown to 
Eathaway's alleged wife, who now repudiates 
bis name and calls herself Annio Emery 
or Elmer. It is known that many of tho 
patients -vvero too much prostrated 
after 


Hathaway bad operated on them to leave his 
bouse, and that they wore nursed by Mrs. 
Hathaway, as sbo was than known, until thoy 
were able to depart. 
She reiterated yester- 


day tho statement that there were more little 
skeletons in tho cellar of tho Fifth street 
house than bad been found. 
Tho efforts of 


ths police aro now directed to finding other 
evidence corroborative of tho woman's story 
for use in caso thero are doubts concerning 
tho invalidity of her marriage with Hath- 
away. 
Mrs. Hathaway made the startling an- 


nouncement that her husband had burned 
hundreds ot infants, tho results of abortions 
performed by him. Sho said he burned tho 
bodies instead of burying them, as by tho 
former method nil evidence of his crime was 
thus destroyed. 
He wished to burn tho twins 


taken from bis wife, but tho woman was not 
quite hardened enough to see her own flesh 
and blood burned before hor eyes, and finally 
induced her husband to buly the bodies in tho 
yard of the house in which they wereliving.

A jaded man coming home at 


night from a long day's work, a gro\v- 
• ng youth losing'iwo hours'sloop over 
(.•-.vning parties two or three times a 
wt-ek. or a young lady heavily "doing 
thu season,""young children at this fes- 
tive season overfed and with a short al- 
lowance of sleep, are common instances 
of the victims of "cold." 
Luxury is 


favorable to chill taking; very hot 
rooms, soft chairs, feather beds, create 
a sensitiveness that leads to catarrhs. 
It is not, after all: tho "cold" that is so 
much to be feared as the antecedent 
conditions that give the attack a chance 
of doing harm. 
Some of the worst 


••colds'''"happen to to those who do not 
leuvu their house or even their bed, and 
those who aro most invulnerable are 
often those who are most exposed to 
temperature, and who by good sleep, 
cold baihingand regular habits preserve 
the (olio of thoir nervous system and 
cireuiation. 
Probably many chills are 


contracted at. night or at the fag end of 
the day, when tired people get the equi- 
librium of their cireuiation disturbed by 
either overheated sitting rooms or niid,1:-- 
heated bedrooms and beds. 
This is 


especially the case with elderly people. 
In such eases the mischief is not always 
done instantaneously, or in a single 
night. It often takes place insidiously,

The Bride of the Sea. 


At one time Venice had a population, 


of 200,000, and controlled the entire 
coast of the Adriatic, with important 
naval stations everywhere, and was one 
of the first military powers of Europe, 
but the discoveries of the Portugese 
gave them tho trade of tho East: inter- 
nal dissensions and corruptions weak- 
ened tho Republic; one by one its pos- 
sessions were wrested from it, until 
finally the Prince became the pauper, 
and the beautiful city has ever since 
been a football for other nations to play 
with. 
It has been the property of Italy, 


France and Austria—not of its own elec- 
tion, but as treaty results between other 
powers, until finally Italy has it, in 
whose hands it will remain till another 
general war makes necessary a rccon- 
st.ruetion of the map of Europe and a 
new distribution of territory. 


.Amsterdam and Rotterdam are cities 


of canals, but not as Venice is. In tho 
iTolland cities thero are beautiful streets, 
and wide, spacious streets, with side- 
walks and gardens in front of the 
houses, and all that, the canals being 
used entirely for heavy traffic. 


)n Venice the canals arc the public 


highways, 
there 
being nothing like 


streets. "There aro 1,000 so-called streets, 
but they are nothing but passages. 
There are hundreds'of "streets 
in 


Venice that are not three feet in width, 
the widest in tho city being only 17 feet 
in width, and that duly 175 yards long. 
The shops front on these passages, but 
at the rear is a canal and another front 
constructed precisely like the first, and 
the better classes visiting these places 
always come by the water way. 


The houses rise out of tho water, the 


"front steps" being in the water. You 
step out of gondolas instead of cabs. 
Tie shops along these passages are nar- 
row, shallow dens, in which tho sun's 
rays may penetrate an hour or such a 
matter each day, when it is exactly 
right, but most of the time it is neces- 
sary to light them artificially. They aro 
all very small, all packed "with goods 
stored in apparently inextricable con- 
fusion, but tbo shopmen seem to know 
where to find what they want quick 
enough for all practical purposes. But 
how any amount of business can be 
done in them passes comprehension. 


Everywhere on tho poorer of the nar- 


row streets are shops in which eatables 
arc sold, a fish of some sort, stewed in 
loud-smelling oil, and a peculiar sort 
of ground 
meat, 
in 
nasty-looking 


masses being the favorite articles which 
all tho people, with very small copper 
coins, buv and consume standing. They 
are not p'roud, the Venetians. They are 
willing to oat their greasy food on their 
feet iu the open street. The main point 
with them is to got food of any kind to 
eat. 


Tho islands, or rather island, is inter- 


sected by one grand canal, which is two 
miles in length and 100 feet in width, 
and is the Broadway of Venice. 
On 


this canal arc all the palaces of the no- 
bility and of die Jew bankers, who have 
token the place of the old nobility and 
rule Venice in a much better way.— 
D. B. Locke, in Toledo Blade.

cause of their trouble.

It has puzzled Professors 
Boll and Wadrnan and the best electri- 
cians we have about here. The packing 
upon the press cylinder seems to act as 
an inductor; and the paper leaves the 
press 
thoroughly 
electrized. 
Wo 


watched a press running oil' 1,GOO per 
hour. 
Suddenly the printed sheet clung 


about tho cylinder as though p:isted 
upon it, and had to be torn oil' in strips. 
Again, we lifted a few freshly printed 
leaves, and they ripped and crackled 
like the stitches" in an old coat. Then 
we saw a lot of cardboard being printed. 
The sheets were stuck together as solid 
as a brick and could not he separated 
until tho electricity had partly passed 
off. 
A piece of printer's brass rule 


placed in this pi:e of cardboard, with 
an end projecting, threw off sparks 
when, approached within an inch by 
another piece of rule. 
Two sheets 


sucked together when held fourteen 
inches'apart. 
Wot rags, placed around 


the delivorv table and Ird into a bucket 
of water, charged the water with elec- 
tricity in forty minutes so that a posi- 
tive shock was felt upon a hand being 
immersed in the pail 
Electrical cur- 


rents were felt in the hands and arms 
upon handling a pile of paper cijjht 
minutes 
after 
being 
printed. 
The 


bother to the printer is a considerable 
one, 
It entails inconvenience and a 


serious loss. Valuable work is 
fre- 


quently spoiled by the electricity pack- 
inn- the leaves so closely as to offset the 
fresh ink. 
Then the presses have to be 


slow speeded, with frequent stoppages. 
Nothing so demoralizes the press-room 
as the mystery of frictional electricity 
when underfill! headway.—Paper Trade 
World.
